New York, June 2—[Special.]J—The most 
unfortunate United States navy scandal in 
years is out despite the earnest desire of 
President Wilson and the most extraordinary 
efforts of Secretary of the Navy Daniels to 
suppress what lies back of the resignation 
of Edward C. Little, a passed assistant pay- 
master attached to the presidential yacht 
‘ Mayflower, kor the good of the service,” 
and the sudden transfer of Lieut. Archibald 
H Douglas from the Mayflower to the Asiatic 
station. 


Five enlisted men reported Mr. Little to 
Secretary Daniels for misconduct on board 
the Mayflower. The reports followed a night 
of hilarity on the yacht, which began when 
the paymaster brought two women on board 
as his guests. It is said they had dinner 
and then continued the entertainment until 
morning. Lieut. Douglas was on duty at 
the time as officer of the deck. 


Sailors See Wild Acts.

The million dollar a day brick strike 
is over. 

It was announced last night that the offi- 
clals representing the brickmakers and their 


+ employers had signed a contract for a work- 


ing agreement, and that work would be re- 
sumed today as soon as railway cars could 
be obtained to handle the products. 

The settlement came after an apparent 
deadlock in the negotiations, following which 
the employers announced they would operate 


their plants without the striking workmen. 


The terms of the settlement are said to 
have been those offered three weeks ago and 
turned down by the brickmakers. 

Those receiving leas thah 40 cents an hour 
will receive 1 cent an hour increase. The 
employers are to have full control of theem- 
ployment and dismissa) of the men. 


Statement by Schlake. 

William Schlake, president of the Illinois 
Brick company, gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“The manufacturers have entered into a 
five year contract with the old union at the 
scale recently rejected by the members of 
the union. 

“The right of discharge has been recog- 
nized by the union. The danger of strikes 
on brick yards in the future has been prac- 
tically eliminated by a clause in the agree- 


ment which provides that in the event ar- 


rangements are not concluded for a new 


| agreement at the expiration of the present 


one—to wit: March 1, 1919—the manufac- 
turers are given the right fully to present 
their side of the controversy to the men 
direct, and a strike shall not be called by 
the officials of the union until the men, by a 
secret ballot, shall have declared themselves 
in favor of a strike. 

“Tt is believed that this agreement will 
prevent future strikes. The right of dis- 
the union, 


and other wholesome provisiong in the agree- 


ment will, in our judgment, do away with 
the many petty strikes from which we suf- 


fered so much in the past.“ 


‘Labor Uses Big Stick. 

The settlement was brought about by the 
advisory board of the Building Trades coun- 
cil, officers of the Chicago Teamsters’ Joint 
council, and Brick Teamsters in a final con- 
ference. It is said they called in Frank 
Kasten, business agent of the Brickmakers’ 
union, and asked what he would do toward 
ending the strike. 

According to reports, Kasten was told that 
if a settlement was not made the Interna- 
tional Union of Steam Engineers and the 
Brick, Tile, and Terra Cotta Workers’ In- 
ternational union would contract to pro- 
vide members of the American Federation of 
Labor unions to work the brickyards. 

With Kasten’s agreement to do all possible 
to end the strike and to withdraw the demand 
that the union should control the hiring and 


| dismissal of the men a reopening of negotia- 


tions with the employers was gained. 
Mr. Schlake, head of the manufacturers, 


signed the contract with Kasten and the 


strike was ended. 
The strike began March 9, and although 


only 2,000 brickmakers were out, it has been 


estimated that almost 150,000 workmen were 


thrown out of employment by the brick 


famine.

AGREE TO LIMIT 
SALOON BOOTHS 


Liquor Men Concede Princi- 
ple Advocated by Women 
in- Behalf of Girls. 


NO BOOTH 4 FEET HIGH.

Hundreds of Chieago's saloon back rooms 
will probably be “ cleaned up this summer. 
All hiding places for spoony couples may 
be wiped out and what booths are left will be 
so low that the occupants will be visible to 
other persons in the room. 

This prospect resulted from a public hear- 
ing yesterday by a “subcommittee of the 
city council commitee on judiciary. Un- 
expected harmony between representatives 
of the saloons and advocates of reform de- 
veloped to such an extent that there was a 
tacit agreement on a form of ordinance ac- 
ceptable to both. 

The subcommittee and the entire commit- 
tee probably will approve and council rati- 
fication is expected. 


_ Club Women Push Reform. 
The only emphatic protest from the saloon 
men was directed against any ordinance 
prohibiting the higher walled booths in sa- 
loons patronized exclusively by men. 
The speakers for the Chicago South Side 
Woman's club, which initiated and is push- 
ing the present campaign, met them half 
way on this proposition and consented to 
the addition of a provision exempting all 
saloon rooms to which women are not ad- 
mitted. 


Personnel of Gathering. 
The subcommittee that considered the re- 
form consisted of the following aldermen: 
Willis O. Nance, chairman; John Coughlin, 
John Powers, John Kjellander, and James 
McNichols. 
The Chicago South Side club delegation in- 
cluded Mrs. Henri C. E. David, Mrs. Russell 
Hollister Opdyke, and Mrs. William F. Van 
Buskirk. 
Other speakers who demanded reform were 
Mrs. Laura E. R. Fischer of the Eight r 
Ward Civic league, Arthur Burrage Farwell, 
and Charles E. Springer. The spokesmen 
for the saloon organizations were John W. 
Maskell and Michael Michaelson. 
“The object we all desire,“ said Mrs. 
David, “is to do away with the conditions 
that lead to the demoralizing of young girls.” 


Not Atiacking Saloon. 

“We are not attacking the saloon,” said 
the next speaker, Mrs. Opdyke, but we 
want to see an end put to those features of 
the saloon which aid white slavers and 
panders. Many of these back rooms are run 
as adjuncts to rooming houses and hotels.” 
„The reason we are here,” said Mra. Van 
Buskirk, “is because we are mothers. Not 
each of us is so fortunate as to have a child, 
but we are born mothera, We want to see 
protection established for our young men 
and boys, as well as for our young women 
and girls. We want to see in the next decade 
a decrease in the number of prostitutes in 
Chicago. We want the ordinance framed so 
that our boys and giris can’t go into these 
places and be led to the shame we blush to 
name. 

Tells of Conditions Found. 
Mr. Hornstein asked what conditions had 
been disclosed in the back rooms during the 
club's investigation. 
“We found a large number of places,” 
said Mra. Opdyke, “ where there were high 
walled booths, with only a small opening 
on one side. Persons sitting inside on either 
side of the opening were as fully concealed 
as if they were in a separate room.” 
Ald. Coughlin asked if the investigation 
covered booths in tearooms. 
„ never have heard,” said Mrs. Van Bus- 
kirk, “ that tea or even the stronger coffee 
inflamed the baser passions; but it is a fact 
that alcohol falsely stimulates those emo- 
tione that should be prompted only by the 
purest thoughts of the grandest thing of 
which life is possessed—fatherhood and 
motherhood.” 
“On behalf of the saloonmen,” said Mr. 
Maskell, “I wish to say that we will sub- 


scribe to the efforts to wipe out such places 


as these. I want the subcommittee to un- 
derstand the saloonmen as a body. do not 
stand for such things.” 


Five Feet Too High. 

Mr. Hornstein suggested the form of or- 
dinance covering this subject. It fixed five 
feet as the maximum height for booth walls. 

That's too high,“ exclaimed some of the 
women. There are lots of girls only five 
feet high. Those booths would hide them 
when they are sitting down. Make it three 
feet.“ 

The for mot the ordinance was sketched 
by Mr. Hornstein. In brief it provides that 
no saloon or liquor selling place shal] main- 
tain either temporarily or permanently any 
wine room or private apartment of which 
the interior or any part of the interior is 
shut off from the general public view at any 
angle. It also provides that no saloon shall 
have any Stall, loge, or other compart- 
ment which is not entirely open on the 
end facing the main room in which it is 
situated or the side of which, other than 
the side formed by the wall of such main 
room, if the same is located against the 
wall, are more than three feet high. This 
paragraph shall not apply to rooms in con- 
nection with saloons to which women are 
not admitted.” 

Mr. Maskell suggested the city pass an 
ordinance prohibiting minors from entering 
saloons except in company of a parent or 
guardian.

‘A loaf of 
bread wrapped in a flag was on the table. I 
picked it up and unrolled the flag and dropped 
it on the floor. I may have just put my foot 
ont it. 

„There, I said, that's what the Ameri- 
can soldiers went to Mexico for.’ It was just 
a thoughtless act. When it was reported to 
the principal I went to him and explained. 
I am sorry and hope | will not be misunder- 
stood. I am a good patriot, and I love our 
flag. 

The principal of the school is George A. 
Brennan, historian of the Illinois Society of 
the Sons of the American Revolution. 

“Miss Austermann was called into my 
office,” Mr. Brennan said. “Itold her, ‘if 
I thought for a minute you had done it inten- 
tionally, I would consider you unfit to teach 
in any school. Hundreds of thousands of 
our men and boys have died for the flag.’

Envoys Had Full Power. 

No surprise was expressed here that the 
Huerta delegates decided to announce their 
chief's willingness to retire. It was pointed 
out that no conference would have been 
possible unless these envoys had received 
full power to offer the resignation of the

The reference to the pacification of México 
in the announcement is evidently in reply to 
the contention set forth by Carranza that 
the mediators should not be permitted to in- 
terfere ‘vith the internal affairs of Mexico. 
The statement points out that the discus- 
sion of the restoration of peace cannot be 
regarded as submitting the sovereignty of 
the nation to an external influence, while 
Carranza has repeatedly asserted that the 
international phases of the situation are in- 
dependent of the internal questions.

Until the time this statement was issued 
it was thought that the only opposition 
which would arise to the plan of the Wilson 
administration to include the Constitution- 
alists in the deliberations would come from 
the three mediators.

In the reply which they 
have prepared, and which went tonight to 
Rafael Zubaran, Carranza’s agent in Wash- 
ington, the South American diplomats have 
explained the only conditions under which 
they will consent to receive representatives 
of the Constitutionalist cause at the con- 
ference.. 

The reply, it is said, contains a formal 
demand that the first chief” suspend all 
hostilities pending the negotiations. This 
statement, which was printed today in Tu 
TRIBUNE, was confirmed today. The me- 
diators issued a short statement in which 
an attempt at a denial was made, but care- 
ful perusal of the phrasing of this state- 
ment fails to reveal any contradictory facts. 


Statement Made by Mediators, 
The formal bulletin given out by the me- 
diators reads as follows: | 

In view of newspaper reports of dead- 
locks between the delegation and be- 
tween the American delegates and the 
mediators, it should be stated that there 
is absoluely no foundation for such 
versions. Any difference of opinion 
which may arise in the course of nego- 
tiations of a mediation are of the highest 
value in order that the final solution ar- 
rived at may have the weight of being

House Agrees on Provisions. 

The labor sections provide that nothing 
in the anti-trust laws shall be considered 
to forbid the existence and operation of 
farmers’ and labor unions, and that such or- 
ganizations and their members shall not be 
construed or held to be combinations or 
conspiracies in restraint of trade. 

The measure also limits the use of the in- 
junction in labor disputes; legalizes strikes, 
primary boycotts, peaceful picketing and 
the peaceful assemblage of strikers, and 
provides for trial by jury in cases of con- 
tempt of court committed outside of the 
presence of the court.or not near enough to 
interfere with the administration of justice. 
The penalty section would impose a fine of 
$5,000 upon corporations convicted of vio- 
lating the law and a similar fine or imprison- 
ment for one year as a penalty for directors, 
officers, agents, or employés who authorize, 
direct, or do acts which result in violations 
of the law by the corporation.

: Warden Says Accuser of Arrested 
Interne Is Himself Chief 
Offender. 


The charge was made last night that there 
fg active rivalry among undertakers to 
gnetch the dead from the county hospital— 
g rivalry that extends to the point of wait- 
ing at the threshold for the pattent to die. 

The charge was made by an undertaker 
who caused the arrest of a hospital interne, 
gecured a body from another undertaker 
on a writ of replevin, and effected a demand 
for a civil service investigation.“ 

The undertaker alleged that internes and 
gmployés at the hospital had entered into a 
conspiracy with certain members of the 
Chicago Undertakers’ association to hinder 
him in the daily pursuit of his livelihood. 

The undertaker’s charge was met flatly by 
Warden W. O. Chapman, who accused the 
accuser of having done more “ body snatch- 
ing than all the other undertakers put to- 
gether.” 


Undertakers Fight for Body. 

The patient who died was Mrs. Mamie Lane, 
whose nearest relative is her mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Ay!ward of 126 North Ada street. Mrs. 
Lane died the night of May 24 and the mes- 
genger sent to find Mrs. Aylward failed be- 
cause she had moved recently. The next 
day a representative of Charles P. Bradley, 
an undertaker, whose office is at 1820 West 
Harrison street, gave her the first news of 
der daughter's death. At his request she 
gigned an order for the delivery of the body 
% Bradley. 

ben Mrs Aylward 0 at the hos- 
pital she sald she wanted the funeral con- 
ducted by C. F. Nehls of 2126 West Madison 
gtreet, as he had buried her husband. In the 
afternoon Nehls appeared with an order 
gigned by her and the body was delivered to 
bim with the death certificate signed by Dr. 
Alen Hruby, an interne. 


Writ of Replevin Used. 
Half an hour later Bradley appeared and 
pressed hie indignation. He went to see 
| Mrs. Aylward and from her obtained a 
power of attorney to use in recovering the 
body. This he did by means of a writ of re- 
plevin after Nehls had refused to surrender 
the corpse unless he was paid $30 for the em- 
balming he had done. 

Application for a new death certificate dis- 
closed that the original had been filed by 

Nehls with the city health department, but 
that no other report of the death had been 
made. 

With Mrs. Aylward, Bradley went to the 
office of the corporation counsel, where an 
assistant told them the proper procedure 
was to take out a warrant for the arrest of 
Dr. Hruby. 

The physician was arrested, but released 
under bonds of $400 to appear before Mu- 
nicipal Judge Sullivan this morning.

The remedy, *‘ new and peculiar,” consist- 
ed ot colorless fluid which was dropped in 
the eye with a medicine dropper. The pro- 
fessor advertised that as the eye was the 
window of the soul, if there was anything 
wrong with one, all that was necessary to 
cure the ill was to drop a little of his remedy 
in the eye, wash out the soul through its 
window, and things would be made right. 

The inspectors found the medicine nothing 
more than a little salt and sugar dissolved 
m water. 

From the sale of this solution the pro- 
fessor took in through the mails $9,776 be- 
tween July 1 and Dec. 31 last.

Individuals Cannot Deduct Sums from 


Gross Earnings, Treasury Depart- 
ment Holds in New Buling. 


Washington, D. C., June 2—[Special.}—a 
ruling that losses resulting from the sale of 
real estate by individuals is not deducible 
from gross income in income tax returns 
was issued today by the treasury depart- 
ment. The point nad been raised in nu- 
merous letters to the department. 

The law provides that an individual may 


deduct “losses actually sustained during 


the year, incurred in trade.“ The ruling 
says that in trade is synonymous with 
„business. and adds: . 

“The doing of a single act, incidentally 
or of necessity, not pertaining to the partic- 
ular business of the person doing the same, 
will not be considered engaging in or carry- 
ing on the business.

LOVE AND THE DELICATESSEN 
SHOP. 

Sentiment comes to the defense of the 
delicatessen shop. A clergyman in New 
York charges the “ delicatessen habit with 
being responsible for many broken homes. 
Many women, he says, permit the little store 
around the corner to do their cooking for 
them, with the result that the husband gets 
dissatisfied with life, and crash goes a happy 
home. 

But isn’t the delicatessen shop more of a 
home maker than a home breaker? There 
are thousands of couples in love who, if they 
had to wait until they could set up a little 
flat of their own, with a full fledged kitchen, 
kitchen utensils, and dishes—let alone a reg- 
ular dining room—would have to postpone 
their marriage for years and yeara. It is the 
delicatessen shop that saves them. 

Instead of waiting for the flat in which to 
cook a slice of ham as mother used to cook 
it the couple rent a furnished room, screen 
off a part of it fora kitchenette, and embark 
on the sea of matrimony, trusting to the deli- 
catessen store to supplement some of the de- 
ficiencies of their meager household. If the 
food purchased in the delicatessen shop 
sometimes is not of the best, the all forgiving 
eyes of love overlook it. A man in love any- 
way is not particular about the food he gets, 
so long as it ie served by the woman he 
loves By the time he develops a grouch 
against delicatessen cookery that even love 
cannot assuage he ie generally in a position 
to set up a real flat, with a real kitchen. 
And the delicatessen shop ceases to figure in 
his life except as an occasional indulgence. 


TRANSCENDING RACE. 

At a well known eastern college, reports 
‘the National Association for the Advance- 
p.ent of Colored People, a young colored 
woman was on the verge of being forced out 
from the institution because of her race. 
A vigorous fight was started by the asso- 
ciation and the young woman of African 
blood won. She had succeeded in getting 
herself admitted to all the rights and privi- 
leges of the institution. 

It is a melancholy victory at best. In the 
halls of learning the barriers of race, creed, 
and color should have no room. It is in ac- 
cordance with the best traditions of institu- 
tions of learning to transcend race and to 
extend a hand of welcome to every member 
of an oppressed people who comes there 
‘thirsting for knowledge. Prejudice and 
hatred should have no room in the labora- 
tories of science and in the classrooms of 
philosophy and ethics. 

However, since even in high educational 
institutions there is still found an occasional 
touch of race prejudice, if not actual hatred, 
it is a good thing that the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People 
has doubled its membership, as its chairman 
asserts it has.

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THE COST OF MALARIA ON A 
| PLANTATION. 
HE department of agriculture news- 
letter to crop correspondents, dated 
April 8, tells of an effort made on a 
plantation in Louisiana to find out 
the cost of malaria to the planter and 
his hands. One thousand eight hundred 
acres of this plantation were farmed, mostly 
by tenants working on shares, though there 
were some day hands. One thousand seven 
hundred and forty acres were uncleared 
swamp land. The department estimates 
that the conditions were the same as on 
200,000 acres of cultivated land in this 
country. 

The plantation physician treated mem- 
bers of forty-six out of sixty-four families 
during the year for malaria. The lose from 
loss of time to the owner was $3,835 and to 
the tenants $1,115. Had malaria been 
eliminated, the manager figured, the income 
of each family would have been increased 
$24. He thought forty families entirely 
free from malaria could do the work of the 
sixty-four families, sick as they were. 

— 

The harvest seasons in that section come 
just as malaria is at its worst. In the sec- 
tions where bol] weevil) now is, the people 
are suffering double loss from malaria. 

In the old days, when the crops had been 
laid by, there was not much to do until the 
gathering time commenced. If the hands 
were laid up with chills, not much money 
was lost. When boll weevil is arougd, the 
crops must be cultivated after the old lay- 
ing by season in order to keep ahead of the 
weevil, 

The writer of this letter thinks the most 
effective method of prevention is complete 
cure of the sick. He does not think it pos- 
sible properly to screen negro cabins or to 
keep mosquitoes away by bars over the beds. 
The drainage of the lands will require many 
years. But if the cases of malaria are com- 
pletely cured, the mosquitoes cannot become 
infected. 

Concentrating on people sick with mala- 
ria, seeing that they get quinine free, if not 
able to pay for it, and at a low price under 
other circumstances, is the method of con- 
trol of malaria which is proving so effectual 
in Italy. The letter gays that in the ulti- 
mate control drainage would probably play 
the greater part. 

— 

To distinguish the malaria mosquito from 
the other varieties, the letter says, it is only 
necessary to notice its position as it bites, 
The biting malarial mosquito lifts the hind 
end of the bedy and hind legs from the skin. 
The ordinary mosquito stands on the skin 
with all its legs.

Master R. C. J. writes: My age is nearly 
eight years and I began to bite my finger 
nails about one year ago. Not my father, 
but some,of his people have this habit. 
What do you advise that I should do to 
break myself of this bad habit? I bite my 
nails worse when I am excited over any- 
thing. I am my parents’ only little boy and 
only child, and we all will be so glad of your 
advice.” 

REPLY. 

You can stop this habit, but you must do it your- 
self. No medicine will belp you. You are evident- 
ly a manly little fellow, and what you set out to 
do, you succeed in doing. 

Promise your parents that you wil] not bite your 
nails. Ask them not to blame you for your habit 
or to notice it, but to trust you to succeed. You 
will succeed. So much for that. 

Biting one’s nails of itself does Iittlhe harm. But 
here is where the matter is important. People who 
bite their nails when excited are people of poor 
mental] balance. You want to grow up to bea man 
of whom your parents will be proud. You want to 
be a level-headed, well-balanced, common-sense, 
good-judgment sort ofa man. As you begin to de- 
velop that type, you will no longer want to bite 
your nails or do other nervous, foolish acts. 

To develop as you want to you must do several 
things. Play with other boys. Play manly games. 
Be one of the boys. Be a square boy, a manly 
boy, a fair boy. Do not shirk anything. Go home 
and talk everything over with your parents,

DRINKING WATER SAFETY. 

L. T. writes: What can one do to fix 
drinking water 0 as not to be sick as one 
travels from state to state across the coun- 
try: 

REPLY. 

Take a level teaspoonful of chloride of lime and 
rub it up until there are no lumps in a teacup of 
water. Dilute this with three cupfuls of water and 
keep this stock solution in a stoppered bottle for 
use. 

A teaspoonful of this stock solution added to a 
two gallon pail of water and well stirred up wil! 
destroy all typhoid or other dysentery producing 
bacilli in ten minutes and will make the water safe 
to drink. 

If this quantity makes the water taste, use a lit- 
tle less; Otherwise not. Get the chloride of lime in 
metallic cases.

Mrs. Asquith, has once more been hold- 
ing court at the royal palace of Holy- 
rood at Edinburgh as lord high com- 
missioner to the assembly of the State

His term of office lasts two weeks, and dur- 
ing that brief period he enjoys all sorts of 
more or less sovereign prerogatives and rep- 
resents the monarch as his viceroy in the 
northern kingdom. | 

No matter what his rank In the peerage, he 
is addressed for the nonce as your grace,” 
as if he were a duke, instead of as your 
excellency,” with which the Irish viceroy 
has to be content, and is also apostrophized 
as “sir” just in the same manner as the 
king and the princes of the blood. 

Lady Glenconner shares her husband’s hon- 
ors and has pot only been for the last two 
weeks your grace but has also been at- 
tended by ladies in waiting and maids of 
honor, while at the receptions which have 
taken place at the palace and at the garden 
parties which she hat been giving as wife of 
the lord high commissioner the women at- 
tending them have given to her much the 
same obeisance as to royalty.

The office of lord high commissioner at 
Edinburgh was first/instituted in the spring 
of 1600, when James VI. of Scotland, whoaft- 
erwards ascended the throne of England as 
James I., was asked by the general assembly 
of the Scotch church to nominate a repre- 
sentative out of a list of six submitted to 
him by the national kirk to preside over the 
deliberations. 

It was at first suggested that the mon- 
arch's deputy should he an ecclesiastic and 
should bear the title of bishop. But the lat- 
ter was a designation which sounded even 
more disagreeable to Presbyterian ears than 
it does today. 

Moreover, it was argued that since the 
king’s high commissioner was to act as arbi- 
trator in the name of the sovereign, in the 
event of differences between the various fac- 
tlons of the general assembly, it would be 
| preferable that he should not be a divine but 
a layman. Accordingly a peer was chosen by 
King James, and received the title of lord 
high commissioner, which has been used for 
this particular office ever since. 


— 

The assembly, which always takes place in 
May, has the effeet of attracting to the 
Athens of the north representatives, lay and 
ecclesiastical, of the church from all parts 
of Scotland. There are ministers and elders, 
university dons and presbyters, with their 
wives and their sons and their daughters, 
and while the religious element abounds and 
ie much in evidence throughout the fort- 
night of the assembly sessions, yet it cannot 
be said to predominate. For the festivities 
organized at Holyrood by the lord high com 
missioner serve to bring to Edinburgh many 
of the great Scotch nobles and the represent- 
atives of that ancient and oft untitled aris- 
tocracy of the highlands and of the lowlands 
north of the Tweed. 

The sojourn of the lord high commissioner 
at the palace of Holyrood is, in one word, the 
real season of Edinburgh, and the fact that 
it ts so short merely serves to add zest to 
ite enjoyment.

Thereupon the lord high commissioner pro- 
ceeds in state to the ancient eat hed ral of St. 
Giles, whence after a short service he goes 
to the general assembly of the Church of 
Scotland, which, after presenting the patent 
bearing the royal sign manual, he opens in 
the name of the king, guns booming from 
the castle heights, giving notice to the people 
that the nearest approach toa Scottish home 
rule parliament has commenced its session.

Every morning throughout the ensuing fort- 
night the lord high commissioner presides 
over the deliberations of the assembly until 
the luncheon hour. | 

The actual work of speaker or leader of the 
house is done by the moderator, who is elect- 
ed each year by the assembly from among 
the most eminent Presbyterian divines of the 
kingdom, and who for the ensuing twelve 
months ranks as the principal dignitary of 


the Church of Scotland and as its primate, 


his place in the table of precedence coming 
immediately after that of the lord high chan- 
cellor, before the lord high constable, and be- 
fore all dukes, marquesses, and peers of 
minor rank. 

The afternoons are devoted to the visiting 
of public institutions, to the laying of foun- 
dation stones, and to the performance of all 
those other duties that in England fall to 
the share of the sovereign and to the princes 
of the reigning family. 

Each evening there is a state banquet, at 
which there is usually a minimum of a hun- 
dred guests, and while military bands play 
in the quadrangle, pipers march around the 
dinner table, after having piped the viceregal 
procession into the ancient banqueting hall.

dating from the days when Pontius Pilate 
was born in Scotland.

Lord Glenconner’s patronymic is Tennant 
and he takes his title from the name of the 
old farm in Glenconner in the parish of Ochil- 
tree, in Ayrshire, where his great-grandfa- 
ther, John Tennant, was wont to entertain 
his intimate friend, the poet Burns. 

Indeed, in Wallace Chambers’ biography 
of Burns, John Tennant is frequently re- 
ferred to as “auld Glenconner.” It was 
the latter's son Charles who, bred as 8 
weaver and bleacher, patented in 1798 a 
greatly improved process for the employ- 
ment of liquid chloride of lime, and after- 
ward of dry chloride of lime, founded the 
works at St. Rollox on the north bank of the 
branch of the canal which connects the 
Forth and the Clyde, to work the patents in 
question. The success of the undertaking 
was assured from the first.

By degrees the St. Rollox works became 
one of the principal chemical concerns of the 
United Kingdom, and today St. Rollox and 
the great Tharsis Copper company. owning 
immense copper mines in Spain, in which the 
stock is almost entirely owned by the Ten- 
nant family, contribute to render Lord Glen- 
conner one of the richest members of the 
house of lords.

SATURDAY HALF-HOLIDAY IN 
THE LOOP. 

Chicago, May 31.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In THE TRIBUNB for May 23, in an admir- 
able account of Mr. John Wanamaker's pub- 
lic-spirited action in closing his New York 
store all day on Saturdays during July and 
August, you say of the Chicago stores, 
Nearly all the stores adopted the half-day 
Saturday during the months of July and 
August.“

ence of the Chicago half-holiday committee 
and Consumers league, this statement is in- 
accurate. It would be more accurate to say 
Nearly all the stores in the Chicago loop 
district remain open throughout Saturday 
during the hottest months.” 

As a practical reply to the argument 
against closing for the eight Saturday after- 
noons of July and August on the ground that 
working people cannot shop at any other 
time it may be said (1) that Hearn’s, one 
of New York’s largest and most properous 
stores for working people—a store which 
made its owner one of the richest men in 
America and enabled him to present the 
country with some of the most famous and 
valuable paintings we possess, has given his 
empioyés an entire holiday on Saturday dur- 
ing July and August for over twenty years 
without diminishing its trade among working 
people.

He showed two 
fingers of his right hand blistered as with 
fire. Then he began to flounder, and finally, 
with tears choking his voice, he confessed 
that the danger to the department had been 
little or none, for he had only started the 
scare with a view to its psychological effect 
on his superiors.

He had prepared the properties 
for his little drama at his home yesterday, 
and he had burned the end of the fuse to give 
ft the appearance of having been started, 
and had lald the burned match beside it to 
make the properties more convincing.

KANSAS ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


J. K. Codding, Prosecutor of Illegal 
Liquor Sales, Seriously Wounded in 
Raid at Leavenworth. 


Leavenworth, Kas., June 2—J. K. Cod- 
ding, former warden of the state peniten- 
tiary at Lansing, Kas., and at present an 


assistant attorney general in charge of the 
prosecution of illegal liquor sales, was shot 
and seriously wounded late today by Jake 
Weiseman, an alleged joint owner.” 

The bullet struck Mr. Codding in the right 
side, ranging upward. Physicians said it 
probably would not prove fatal. Weiseman 
is under arrest. 

The shooting followed a raid made on 
Weiseman’s store near here by Mr. Cod- 
ding and Thomas Larkin, a deputy sheriff.

Says Ideal Clubwoman 
Makes the Ideal Wife. 


: HE idea] club woman makes the ideal 
10 wife,” said Mrs. Percy V. Penny- 
backer, president of the National Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, as she set- 
tled back comfortably in the cushions 
of a huge wicker chair on the veranda of the 
Hyde Park hotel yesterday. 

Mrs. Pennybacker is maintaining a period of 
semi-seclusion and quiet as a guest of Mrs. 
John Sherman prior to the rush and hustle of 
the biennial convention which is to be held at 
the Auditorium from June 9 to 19. 

“Contrary to the idea prevalent among some 
groups of people that the capable club woman 
is not a good wife and house manager, I be- 
lieve the club woman to be better able and 
fitted to fill the position of wife and manager 
than the woman who is not a member of such 
an organization,” Mrs. Pennybacker continued. 

“The clubwoman studies the modern methods 
by which a home may be made and kept sani- 
tary and healthful. In this way she looks after 
the physical well being of her husband, one of 
the first duties of a wife. The clubwoman keeps 
herself well posted on current literature and 
events and therefore is a more interesting com- 
panion for a man than a woman who does not 
come in contact with the broadening influences 
of club life.”

Plans Parade * 50,000. 


The election of the reform administration of 
San Francisco which is to be in power during 
the Panama-Pacific exposition was attributed 
last evening to the influence of the men’s Sun- 
day school parade at the international Sunday 
school convention in the coast city in 1911. 

The speaker was William C. Pearce of Chi- 
cago. associate general secretary of the Inter- 
national Sunday School association, at the 1,000 
superintendents’ banquet last evening at the 
Auditorium hotel, The convention this year 
will be held in Medinah temple June 23 to 
June 30. 

“There were 10,000 men in the San Francisco 
parade,” Mr. Pearce said. “This would be 
equivalent to four times as many in a city like 
Chicago. We expect to place fully 60,000 in 
line here.“ 

Mark G. Holtzman of Philadelphia, secretary 
of the international parade promotion commit- 
tee, said that the result of the parade in Phila- 
delphia, whére 27,000 men were in line, was the 
bringing into the Sunday scbools of more than 
12,000 members.

“Contrary to the idea prevalent among some 
groups of people that the capable club woman 
is not a good wife and house manager, I be- 
lieve the club woman to be better able and 
fitted to fill the position of wife and manager 
than the woman who is not a member of such 
an organization,” Mrs. Pennybacker continued.

“When the college year was half over the 
Junior society, the Iron Mask, voted to support 
the class and assist in the advertising,” the ar- 
ticle states. “We will pass over the question 
of why it should be necessary for a Junior so- 
ciety to support its own class; sufficient to say 
the attendance at class affairs immediately 
dropped off 20 per cent.” 

The girls’ clubs on the campus are arraigned 
for snobbishness, The clubs are called an in- 
door sport” with University of Chicago co-eds, 
ranking second only to eating and darning in 
the women’s dormitories.

Lawyers and 
litigants carry cigars into courtrooms, wan 
about and talk loud, argue insolently with tte 
judge after an adverse finding, ignore the bal- 
liff's orders. 

“Time is lost in procuring jurors. I suggest 
a rule that all jurors report to the chief judge 
of the law division one week before they are to 
serve and be required to answer written inter- 
rogatories. Those not qualified should be noth 
fied not to appear in court. This will mean 
that a jury will be obtained in from ten min- 
utes to a half hour instead of days.

“Every juror should be obliged to appear a 
person and show cause why he eannot serve if 
he cannot. This would save many dignified pol- 
itietans, from elevator men up to senators, , 
judges, and governors, from being leg bailers 
for jury service dodgers. 

“Every served subpoena should be filed with 
the minute clerk at the opening of the court, and 
witnesses not present attached and brought Ia. 
All minute clerks should do their work with 
lawyers and public in the outer room of the 
judge’s chambers, to which access should be had | 
from the corridor and not the courtroom. The 
judge could have a push button to summon the 
clerk when needed to swear a witness or enter

Cooking Temperatures for Roast Beef. 


ATER boils at 212 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The white of an egg begins to cook as 
low as 135 degrees, and is most digest- 
ible when cooked at 160 degrees. A 
prolongation of the cooking at this 

temperature does no mischief, even though it be 
for ten minutes. The reason the cooking must 
be prolonged, in the case of a boiled egg, is that 
the heat does not get to the yolk in a minute, 
fet it is not a good plan to spoil the white in 
order to heat the inside quickly. All foods con- 
tain water, which is a poor conductor, and heat 
goes through it only about so fast, no matter 
what it is in. 

A great number of things will cook below 
boiling temperature, and are spoiled if cooked 
at this temperature. The element of time com- 
plicates the situation, for while the white of an 
@g may remain for an hour at a temperature 
of 160 degrees and not be spoiled, the yolk will 
be cooked much too hard in that time. 

— 


We can learn a great deal about temperature, 
He choose, from the egg. The reason the yolk 
of a three minute egg is not cooked is because 
the hedt has not had time to penetrate it in that 
time. The reason why the inner part of the 
white may be semi-raw and slimy when cooked 
for that length of time is because the eggs were 
in boiling water, which too quickly 
hardened the outside of the white, and so kept 
out the heat. 

This cooking temperature problem is a part 
of the chemistry problem, and the chemistry of 
cooking, while at present employing the minds 
of some of the greatest scientists in the world, 
is in its infancy. We can see with our eyes 
that it is a waste of meat to dry up an inch of 
the outside but we cannot see and fail to un- 
derstand as yet that wrongly cooked food can 
be only half digested, and so is half wasted. 
Even cheese is more digestible raw than 
cooked, unless overcooked, when it may be 
wholly indigestible. 


Time, fuel, material, and digestive effort, 


“which is the most precious of all, are all 


wasted. And back of these the man’s efforts to 
get the money to buy the food are made in vain. 
It is a long chain of waste that most cooks are 
effecting every day, and the last state of. the 
man who eats the product of his wasted efforts 
is worse than the first.

ASKS LEWIS FOR TERMS. 


Chicago Fighter Anxious to Get 
Chance in London Ring.

Charley White, Chicago's crack lightweight, 
not Willie Ritchie, will be the opponent of 
Freddie Welsh in the battle to be staged in 
London on July 4 according to present indi- 
cationa One thing was made certain yester- 
Gay and that was that if Welsh fights at all 
his opponent will be White, for Promoter 
Bob Vernon declared off the match which he 
had arranged between Ritchie and Welsh 
when he learned that the champion would 
mot agree bo the referee and stakeholMer the 
club named. 

The blowup of the Ritchie-Weish arrange 
ment came as a big surprise, for no one ex- 
pected any hitch to crop up after theclub had 
agreed to pay the champion the big amount of 
money he demanded. Emil Thiry, who is 
acting as Ritchie’s manager, conferred with 
Promoter Vernon in New York yesterday 
and it was at this conference that Vernon 
threw down his hand and said that he would 
not play longer In the game of matchmaking, 
at least as long as Ritchie was one of the 
principals. . 


Hitch Over Referee of Bout. 

Thiry, acting for Ritchie, found the sailing 
smooth until they came to the proposition 
of selecting a referee and stakeholder. When 
Vernon announced that his choice was John Kelly 
for referee and George Considine for stakeholder. 
Thiry balked. The champion’s manager said that 
Ritchie wanted Eugene Corri, the London club’s 
regular referee, and James Gibson of New York to 
hold the coin. A heated argument followed, which 
was broken up only when Vernon blew out of 
the room and declared that the bout was off. 

It was at this juncture that White was given 
the consideration that promises to result in the 
Chicago boy facing Welsh on July 4. Harry Pol- 
lock, manager of Welsh, as soon as he learned the 
Ritchie-Welsh bout was off, immediately conferred 
with Vernon. Just what was said at this gabfest 
could not be learned, but jt resulted in Pollock 
sending a telegram to Nate Lewis last night asking 


for White's terms for the bout with Welsh on In- 
dependence day. 


Lewis and White Eager for Match. 


Lewis did not waste any time before answering, 
for he has been hot after the match ever since 
White gave Ritchie that lacing in Milwaukee. 
He informed Pollok he would be tickled to death 
to get the match if Vernon would offer a reason- 
able amount of money for his end. That's the 
way things stood last night, but Lewis expects to 
receive another telegram today informing him 
that everything is O. K. for the bout. 

If White goes to London for this fight he will 
draw down more money for battling than he ever 
has received for a bout. Lewis has learned since 
White decorated Ritchie’s features that he has a 
boy who can earn coin in more ways than one. 
He has received two big offers for stage perform- 
ances. One of these is limited to one week, for 
which White will drawn dawn $1,200. This con- 
tract was signed yesterday with Jones, Linick & 
Schaefer. and White will appear at McVicker' s be- 
ginning June 8, showing his famous left hook and 
other punches. 

The other offer, which calls for fifteen weeks’ 
work, five im Canada and ten in the United States, 
will pay White $800 a week if he accepts it. The 
chance to make the London fight, however, is so 
alluring that White intends to stall off on signing 
the long theatrical contract for a few days until 
he knows definitely whether he is going to fight 
Welsh.

The company will also build at its own 
expense a subway under the Delawa 
river connecting Philadelphia with the city 
of Camden, N. J., on the opposite bank. 
Private capital is willing to build this 
bore because the population of Camden, 
now numbering more than 100,000, a large 
part of which works in the big city, is 


now obliged to use ferries in making the 


transfer.

HE new subways and elevated roads 

are to be turned over to the com- 
pany to operate for a period of fifty years. 
The company is to grant universal trans- 
fers between all lines outside of the cen- 
tral business district, in return for which 
the city is to extend all the company’s 
franchises so that they will not expire 
until 1964. It is also to make annual 
allowances, in lieu of the extra 3 cent 
charges for transfers, which will amount 
to payments of over $600,000 a year. If, 
by reason of the building of the new city 
lines, there Is a decrease in the net reve- 
nues of the company, the city is to make 
up such deficiency to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $500,000 a year for the next five 
years. 

The subway line, as proposed in the 
present agreement, runs through the busi- 
ness center of the city, with a loop eight 
blocks long under the downtown district. 
It extends for four miles to the south, the 
last mile and a half being carried in an 
open cut in the center of a wide boule- 
yard. To the north the new bore will run 
more than four miles. A number of new 
surface line feeders are also provided for. 

The whole plan is now up to the city 
councils for final adoption.

MUTE EVIDENCE 
Bears Out Andersen’s Con- 


tention He Couldn’t Hold 
Fast to Liner. 


MAIL LOST IN WRECK. 


Montreal, June 2—The colMer Storstad, 
which rammed the Canadian Pacific liner 
Empress of Ireland in the St. Lawrence last 
Friday, causing the loss of more than 900 
lives, completed unloading its cargo of coal 
today and it was posible to make a thorough 
inspection of its bow, shattered by the shock 
of the collision. It was seen that the stem 
was twisted so much to starboard that it 
almost formed a half circla) Some of the 
lowermost plates in the bow also weretwist- 
ed to starboard and torn away. There isa 
large indentation on either side of the stem 
and the rivets are torn clear. 

The condition of the Storstadfs stem is 
pointed to in connection with Capt. Ander- 


Empress of Ireland occurred it was impossi- 
ble for the collier’s stem to remain in the 
hole because it was twisted by the forward 
movement of the Empress. 


Collier Still in Custody. 

The Storstad is still in the poasession of 
the bailiff who seized the vessel on the Ca- 
nadian Pacific company’s claim of $2,000,- 
000 loss against the collier. 

According to the statement of Montreal 
postoffice officials, the heavy registered mall, 
amounting to 1,903 packages, which went 
down on the Empress, ts a total loss and 
there will be no compensation for the send- 
ers or addressees of those packages. The 
postal regulations provide that the depart- 
ment is only responsible for registered mail 
actually lost in the mall, and then only to the 
extent of $25 for each package. 

The Empress of Ireland carried 159 bags 
of newspapers, 51 bags of letters, eight 
baskets containing 301 parcels, and 1,908 
registered articles. 

Those who sent money orders to Europe 
which were lost on the Empress, however, 
will not bé out of pocket, as duplicates of 
the money orders held in Ottawa will be 
copied and dispatched to London. The 
parties concerned will be paid the money 
at their nearest postoffice. It is estimated 
that over $140,000 in money orders went down 
in the mail bags. 

Two members of the crew of the Storstad, 
Matel Chute of Honolulu, fireman, and 
Carmel Spetteri of Malta, a deck hand, were 
arrested tonight. 

Tried to Cash Check. 

Chute was arrested in the Merchants’ bank, 
where he tried to cash a travelers’ check 
for $50 made out to Lionel Kent, one of 
the Empréss’ survivors. Spetteri was ar- 
rested on the steamer with eleven travelers’ 
checks, $41 cash, and a United States $20 
gold piece. 

When Chute presented the check the bank 
cashier was not surprised, as one of them 
had been presented at a branch during the 
day by a shopkeeper who had received it from 
a sailor. Chute was detained and arrested. 
Eight checks were found on him. Spetteri 
says he found the checks in one of the life- 
boats of the Storstad. Kent states that the 
checks must have fallen out of pocket 
of his dressing gown into the lifeboat. 


Death List Placed at 1,024. 

Quebec, June 2.—The confusion as to the 
number of persons who perished in the 
Empress of Ireland disaster last week has 
been one of the distressing features of the 
tragedy, and tonight the uncertainty was 
further emphasized when figures, declared by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Steamship 
company to be official, raised the death list to 
1,024 from 969 on Sunday night—55 more,

IN HISTORY-MAKING VERDICT. 


Writes “Tribune” of His Prosecution 
for Burglary and Conviction of “In- 
discretion” in Plainfield, N. J. 


Plainfield, N. J., May 28.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.)—Will you let me fix public atten- 
tion upon a verdict that is going to be famous 
in future centuries and in worlds yet un- 
mapped by Mr. Roosevelt? 

After a number of praiseworthy burglaries 
had been brought to a peaceful issue in the 
town of Plainfield (where I am temporarily 
hanging out my shy shingle), a policeman, 
bent upon vindicating the efficiency of the 
force,saw me, an eminently burglarious look- 
ing person, returning from the postoffice one 
night, cross the quiet, tree shaded avenue on 
which I reside, directly to the house that has 
the honor of holding me, then saunter up and 
down in front of the house (a highly sus- 
picious action to which I am prone)—pause 
once or twice in the path (in poetic ecstasy) 
and resume the suspicious exercises again. 
From the shadows opposite the vigilant 
guardian of the law pounced upon his prey, 
demanding where the prey lived (if he lived 
anywhere), and what was his name. 

The humor of the situation so amused me 
that the policeman considered the majesty 
of the law, as represented in his august per- 
son, vilely outraged. I joked my persistent 
companion up and down the block, his tem- 
per got the better of him, and he arrested 
me. For charge, he was able to recall the 
morning after that I had called him in loud 
and profane language a qualified fool—the 
profanity being expended on the qualifica- 
tion. The fact is, I had forgotten to name 
him so. 


His chief, when he found what had hap- , 
pened, in the kindliest spirit tried to have the 


thing quieted. But, in the interest of justice, 
I refused and insisted upon the matter going 
into open court. 

It is fortunate that I did so. For it has 
resulted in legal history being enriched by a 
verdict which for acumen and brilliancy 
takes precedence of any legal pronouncement 
in the world's history from the days of Dog- 
berry to those of Plainfield Police Judge 
De Meza—a verdict that will outrival and rele- 
gate to obscurity even the famous one of the 
Arkansas jury who found the prisoner guilty 
of murder in the first degree because, though 
he hadn't killed the victim, he had, the year 
before, stolen the foreman’s gray mare. 

This wonderful verdict, which will com- 
mand the admiration and awe of legal lumin- 
aries yet unborn, and which is destined to go 
down to dim posterity in the bright annals 
of Jersey jurisprudence, was: “I find you 
not guilty of disorderly conduct, as charged, 
and the case is dismissed. But.“ continued 
the grave gentleman on the bench, as you 


should have given your name to the officer, 


I find you guilty of indiscretion and suspend 
sentence 
Now, where is that audacious fellow who 
said that fiction was stranger than fact? 
Tremblingly sitting under the suspended 


sword of De Meza, the Wise and Wonderful,

NO WILSON VICE, 
FUNKHOUSER SAYS 


North Shore Residence Dis- 
trict Gets Second Clean 
Bill of Health. 


COMPLAINTS UNFOUNDED. 


Maj. M. L. C. Funkheuser, “ morals cen- 
sor of Chicago by right of his position as 
second deputy superintendent of police, yes- 
terday indorsed the clean bill of health given 
to the Wilson avenue district by the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen. — 

In response to an inquiry concerning con- 
ditions in that section of the city he turned 
to the file of complaints concerning the so- 
cial evil. While going through them he con- 
sulted with W. C. Danneberg, inspector of 
moral conditions, and head of the squad that 
has made more than 1,000 arrests in the last 
six months and brought about the imposition 
of more than $10,000 in fines, 


Only a Dozen Complaints. 

The net result was a finding that during the 
fourteen months since the police reorganiza- 
tion was passed less than a dozen complaints 
concerned the Wilson avenue district. More 
than half of these were proved unfounded. 
Where the complaint was found justified the 
offenders were compelled to move. Only one 
complaint, and that an old one, remains 
under investigation. 

“The Wilson avenue district,” the major 
said, “ compares fayorably with any other 
district built up in the same way—almost en- 
tirely of large apartment buildings around a 
little business center. It is as ‘clean’ as 
any section and much cleaner than some. 

“In that district there is nothing any- 
where near approaching what is known as 
open vice. By that I mean to say there is no 
solicitation on the streets; there are no 
apartments to which men go in such num- 
bers or in such a manner as to arouse the 
suspicions of the neighbors. There ig ho 
apartment to which a stranger could gain 
admission, to which cab drivers take men or 
to which waiters send them. The cafés are 
‘clean.’ If there are any women of ques- 
tlonable reputation living there they conduct 
themselves while there in an unobjectiona- 
ble manner. 

Will Stand. Comparison. 

„ make this close distinction because no 
man who knows Chicago would say that a 
section as large as the one known as the 
Wilson avenue district is entirely free from 
questionable residents. All parts of the city 
have them, many in much greater numbers 
than this part, but judging from all our reo- 
ords Wilson avenue can hald its own with 
any other district in the city. 

“This also is true} there has been no in- 
flux of habitues of the old levee since it was 
closed. Statements to the contrary are abso- 
lutely untrue. Manyof them originated with 
a weekly organ of resorts whose vicious at- 
tacks on this office we have scorned and the 
only purpose of which was to wipe out the 
reorganization ordinance and pave the way 
for reopening the oldlevee. That publication 
has so brazenly made misstatements about 
the Wilson avenue district that residents of 
other sections totally ignorant of the facts 


have begun to believe some of them.” 


Funkhouser said that if any “ clean- 
ing up were necessary around Wilson ave- 
nue and Broadway it would bear on the male

WILL CHANGE SYSTEM. 


Space Occupied Instead of Weight 
Will Be Basis of the 
Expense. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.J— 
_ Congress is to allow the railroads more com- 
pensation for carrying the mails. It is esti- 
mated that the increase in revenue will be 
about $10,000,000, exclusive of additional 
compensation for carrying the constantly 

increasing volume of parcel post matter. 
The basis of compensation is to be changed 
from weight to space. Instead of paying the 
railréads for carrying a volume of mail de- 
termined by a quadrennial weighing, the 
government will pay for the space actually 
required for transportation of postal matter. 
The commission on railway mail pry, of 
which férmer Senator Bourne is chairman, 
completed its deliberations today and put 
the finishing touches to a report of. ts in- 
vestigation and to a bill providing t new 
basis of compensation which will be intro- 
duced in both houses of congress this week. 


Condemns the Present System. 

The report, which is a voluminous docu- 
ment, condemns the present system of com- 
pensating the railroads for carrying the mai! 
as antiquated, inaccurate, and unfatr to 
both the government and the transportation 
lines. ‘The defects in the present plan are 
pointed out in great detail. 

It is proposed that the postoffice depart- 
ment be authorized to determine the numbe: 
of cars, half ears, and quarter cars re- 
quired to carry the mail on each route. The 
government then would pay for the space in 
these cars ordered by the department, 
whether such space be entirely filed with 
mail matter or not. 

The rate of compensation proposed js 22% 
cents a car mile. This is 10 per cent less 
than the 25 cents a car mile earned by the 
railroads for carrying passengers. 


Roads Now Receive $51,000,000. 

The railroads now are receiving about 
$51,000,000 for carrying the mails, exclusive 
of the increase allowed for transportation 
of parcel post matter. On the new basis 
they will receive about $61,000,000 for carry- 
ing matter for which they now are paid 
$51,000,000. The total compensation, how- 
ever, will be greatly increased by payment 
for the parcel post. 

It has been contended by the carriers that 
they were losing about $15,000,000 on the 
transportation of the mails before the parcel 
post system was created. Since that time 


this loss has been increased, they say. The 


postoffice department denied the railroads’ 
contentions, and estimated that the carriers 
were being .paid about $9,000,000 too much 
for the mail service before the institution 
of the parcel post. 

While it is proposed that congress shall 
fix the basis of compensation, the commis- 
mon's bill provides for a review of the rates 
py the interstate commerce commission upon 
the complaint of any railroad. 


COUNTESS CLEARED OF MURDER 


Venetian Woblewoman Testifies Man 


She Killed Entered Her Room 
and Attacked Her. 


ONEGLIA, Italy, June 2.—Countess Tie- 
polo-Oggioni, a Venetian noblewoman, was 
acquitted today on a charge of murdering 
the orderly of Capt. Oggioni, her husband, 
on Nov. 11, 1913. The countess testified she 
killed the man when he entered her room 
and attacked her. 


Favors Increases on Some Commodi- 
ties, but Not Blanket Boost. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.}]— 
The interstate commerce commission will 
hand down its decision on the 5 per cent 
horizontal rate increase shortly after June 
15. 8 : 

The commissioners are now conferring on 
the evidence introduced both for and against 


the increase during the hearings which ex- 


tended over a period of six months. 

It is belleved the commission will decline 
the 5 per cent increase and also all horizontal 
increases, but will attempt to point out a 
way for the railroads to put their schedules 
on a scientific basis. 

Certain Increases in rates will be allowed 
on commodities which are not remunerative 
now and no decreases will be made. 


Demand Businesslike Operation. 

The commission will indicate to the car- 
riers that in the future they must operate 
their lines in a businesslike manner, pay- 
ing particular attention to the regulation 
of their maintenance and renewal accounts 
and getting the greatest efficiency out of 
their rolling stock and shops. 

All services costing the roads money must 
be charged for and all favors must be with- 
drawn. 

From persons close to the commission it Is 
learned that the conimissioners probably 
will follow the general outline laid down by 
Louis D. Brandeis in his brief opposing the 
5 per cent horizontal increase. Mr. Brandeis 
argued emphatically against a blanket in- 
crease on the theory it would not correctany 
evils, but would only continue them. He 
urged that the mistakes in the rate sched- 
ules be corrected now, and where the sched- 
ules are all right to leave them as they are. 


Need for More Revenue Shown. 

Mr. Brandeis admitted that there appears 
to be a need for greater revenue among the 
Central Freight association lines, and sug- 
gested that the entire rate schedules of 
these lines be reconstructed. Mr. Brandeis 
pointed out that efficient management of the 
roads would result in the saving of more 
money than they could obtain through the 
5 per cent horizontal increase. 

As the hearings progressed the carriers 
adopted several of his suggestions. Today 
there was filed with the commission a state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures for the 
month of April, as compared with April 
1913, and this statement shows that by con- 
serving their revenues the net earnings of 
the roads were nearly $3,000,000 greater this 
year than last, although the gross earnings 
were almost an equal amount less. 


THAW’S FIGHT ON EXTRADITION 
REACHES U. S. SUPREME COURT 


Application for Bail Expected to Fol- 
low Formal Docketing of Appeal 
from New Hampshire. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—Harry K. 
Thaw’s fight agaicst being returned to prison 
at Matteawan reached the Supreme court 
today on an appeal from the decision of 
Judge Aldrich of the federal District court 
for New Hampshire against Thaw's extradi- 
tion on thevdemand of New York state offi- 
cials. 

As soon as the case is formally docketed, 
probably this week, it is delle ved an appli- 
cation will be made for Thaw’s release on 
bail while his case is pending before the Su- 
preme court. 

Judge Aldrich refused to allow Thaw's re- 
lease, although he stated that probably 


under the rules of the Supreme court Thaw 


was entitled to immediate release upon the 
refusal of the court to allow his extradition.

Northwest 
rale were 198 cars, compared to 108 cars a 
yar ago, and Winnipeg had 435, against 205 cars 

year ago. Minneapolis stocks decreased 250,000 
bu for three days, and Duluth decreased 333,000 
bu for two days. Clearances for the day were 
all at 242,000 bu wheat and flour.
